Gunmen robbed a bank truck of 
?511.000 in cash outside a church 
rectory May after making pris- 
oners .of three priests and wait- 
ing, with -them for the truck's 
arrival. 


The bandits invaded the recto- 


ry of St. Anthony's Roman 
Catholic church about 9 a.m. 
and handcuffed and bound the 
three priests. 


They seized the two truck 


guards as they arrived, dis- 
armed them and then looted the 
vehicle, making their escape by 
car. 


Police 
said 
three gunmen 


wearing Halloween masks went 
inside the rectory, but they said 
an alarm had been broadcast 
for a getaway car carrying pos- 
sibly six men. 


Truck guard Frank Fernandi 


said that as he and his partner, 
John Godley, entered the recto- 
ry, a gunman ordered them in- 
side. 


•The guards, who carry revol- 


vers, were handcuffed and left 
inside the rectory with the 
priests. 


After the bandits escaped by 


car, an alarm was telephoned to 
police headquarters from the 
rectory. 


John Anderson, vice president 


of the First National Bank of 
Passaic County, said the bank's 
vehicle was of the conventional 
armored type. 
, "We still don't understand 
why the alarm didn't go off," 
Anderson said. "If the doors of 
the truck are open without the 
alarm system being shut off, 
then a siren begins. The alarm 
can be turned off manually. As 
the police said, if you had a gun 
in your back, you'd turn it off 
too. Perhaps that's what hap- 
pened,-"

000 was covered by insurance. 


Fernandi and Godley, both 


about 40 and veteran employes, 
were on a regular Monday route 
which included cash 
pickups 


from three churches and deliv- 
eries of cash to three of the 
bank's branches, according to 
Anderson. 


They started at the bank's 


main office where they picked 
up money for the branch banks. 
They had not made any deliv- 
eries, to the branches before the 
holdup, Anderson said.

"Grmany was defeated after 


the Battle of the Bulge," Eisen- 
hower said. "By Jan. 16, 1945, it 
was all over and anyone with 
sense knew it was over.".

Congo Main 
Arena in the 
Cold War

Chances for orderly develop- 


ment of the Congo are dim as 
ever, four years after its inde- 
pendence. That key country in 
the heart of Africa may be win- 
ning the melancholy distinction 
of becoming the main arena in 
the cold war. 


In general, the U.S. aim in the 


Congo has been to keep it to- 
gether and to keep the Commu- 
nists out. If stability is the key 
to achieving this, it will be a 
tough struggle. 


There is not much leadership 


timber to choose from. In the 
thin ranks of what is available, 
politics is a matter of every 
man for himself. The outs battle 
the ins, and the ins battle the 
outs. 


Any Congo leader who is sat- 


isfactory to the United States 
will be opposed by the Comm.u- 
nists, and probably also by

their own. 


Moise Tshombe came to pow- 


er as premier last July. Since 
then propaganda of Communists 
and of leaders hostile to the 
United States has gone all out 
trying to turn him into the 
West's greatest liability.

has four years as President 
ahead. The country is prosper- 
ous. His own Democrats, in con- 
trol of Congress^outnumber the 
Republicans. tremendously. 
, Worse than that for his oppo- 
sition, the decimated Republi- 
cans are evein 'divided on where 
they go from here. 


The Russians, having scuttled 


Nikita Khrushchev, ai'e trying 
to get accustomed to being with- 
out him. but the Red Chinese 
are just as mad at them as tiiey 
were at Khrushchev. 


Johnson made so few prom- 


ises in the election campaign ho 
is free to go in almost any di- 
rection now and by soft-ped- 
alling what he has in mind he 
has saved himself from criti- 
cism before he gets started. 


Although the United States is 


the strongest military power,on 
earn, the NATO Allies arc dis- 
agreeing among themselves but 
they have been doing that quite 
a while and Johnson can not be 
blamed for it. 


In fact, if they start getting 


along.soon, .he-will probably get 
much of the: credit since, in- 
stead of barging into the differ- 
ences, he presents himself as 
the spreader of oil on troubled 
Waters. 
. 
.. 


Even the civil rights turhwil 
;has subsided a b'it. And, thanks 
to the Supreme Court's approval 
of the act on discrimination in 
places like hotels and restau- 
rants, one big cause of trouble 
has had much of the sting taken 
out. 


Johnson would like to keep the 


budget for next year below $100 
billion, and he will be working 
at it on his Texas ranch this 
week, getting • ready to present 
his figures to Congress in Janu- 
ary. 


But even here if he cannot 


reach the desired 
figure, a 


storm is unlikely because he has 
already done such a good job of 
creating an image of himself as 
a penny-pincher. 
..True, he does not seem to. 
have figured out yet how to han- 
dle the press. He has been 
trying it every which'.; way: i 
big news conferences announced 
ahead of time; in peripatetic 
conferences with a handful of 
reporters on the White House 
lawn; or in his office with 
small, selected groups..of news- 
men who can report what he 
says so long as they do not say 
he said it. 


Nevertheless, he has been get- 


tig along all right, ven with 
such mixed up arrangements, 
and no wonder. As President, 
he will keep on making front 
pages when he says anything 
and when he doesn't. 


Fidel Castro is still a pain, 


but he was a pain to President 
John F. Kennedy, and there is 
no immediate need for a solu- 
tion. 


The Communists in Viet Nam 


are making a mess of any John- 
sonian hopes for a quick or easy 
victory, but Kennedy had to 
sweat that one out too, and by 
playing pretty mum Johnson is 
keeping down the anxiety fac- 
tor. 


There is no sound of fussing 


among the Cabinet members he 
inherited from Kennedy and as 
they depart one by one, as they 
probably will, it will all be done 
with a public exchange of sweet 
regrets, thus preserving a posi- 
tion of harmony. 


All this quietude, being a bit 


abnormal in the White House, 
may not last much beyond the 
first of the year. But, until then, 
Johnson can enjoy his Christ- 
mas tree, saying thanks to San- 
ta Claus for a happy holiday.

A Deer Hunt 
Top Yorn 
of the Week

A deer 
hunt 
turned 
into 


a manhunt this week, and the 
state prison's convict loan pro- 
gram came under heavy fire.

er for prisoners. So did prison 
Supt. Dan Stephens, who noted 
that only one tenth of one per 
cent of those sent ou tto dder 
camps escape. 


But the chairman of the state 


Penitentiary Board, J. D. Wood 
of Cabot, promised an investiga- 
tion and said the program may 
be discontinued. 


The Republicans didn't miss u 


chance to get in some whacks 
at Van Dalsem. Perry County 
GOP chairman 
Verne Smith 


called for an investigation of 
what he called "flagrant disre- 
gard for public protection," and 
added, "Not even Paul Van Dal- 
sem has the right to use prison 
inmates this way." 


Van Dalsem said he did not 


arrange for the convict. Both he 
and Stephens said the m e n 
weren't being "used," but were 
given the outside jobs as re- 
wards for good behavior. They 
make $6 a day. 


Gov. Orval E. Faubus said he 


knew of the loan program and 
didn't like it, but was reluctant 
to order an end to an old esta- 
blished policy which he felt was 
the prerogative of the warden. 


Rhodes, convicted in Craw- 


ford County in 1956, abandoned 
the pickup truck in Fort smith 
and was the subject of a state- 
wide alert. 


Stephens did not call in the 


37 other 
convicts working in 


other deer camps. "I'm not 
going to stop the custom," he 
said. 


The Bond Plan 


Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus said 


this week that reports of opposi- 
tion to his $150 million road 
bond program and accompany- 
ing one cent a gallon gasoline 
tax increase won't keep him 
from submitting the plan to the 
legislature in January.
